Of course, when lives are to be saved 
in case of fire extraordinary risks on the 
part of firemen are justified. But not 
so with property. There is a manifest 
tendency to overvalue property and un- 
dervalue human life. The endangering 
of human Ufe to save property from de- 
struction is either Nightly regarded or is 
looked upon as the proper course. Fire- 
men and Salvage Corps men are encour- 
aged and ordered te brave the sacrifice 
of their lives when nothing is Gependent 
upon it but a few walls and foors or a 
stock of goods which may easily be re- 
placed. | 

The practice of risking life for property 
is wholly wrong. The dectrine which in- 
sidiously promotes it is false and repug- 
nant. Human life is sacred and is to be 


valued above any amount of properly.

At 210 North Second street, in a building 
occupied by the Consolidated Fireworks Co., 
the same officers found three car loads 
of fireworks. The lowest estimate on the 
amount of powder contained in this lot was

PROF, BRYAN REPLIRS. 


He Thinks the Criticisms of the High 
School Examinations Unjust. 


Prof. W. J. 8. Bryan, principal of the High 
School, objects to the criticisms of the man- 
ner in which the recent examinations were 
held. To the Post-Dispatch he said: 

“After the removal of the various parts of 
the school to the new building it was found 
more convenient to hold but one examina- 
tion a day for each class in most cases, be- 
cause of the difficulty of providing sufficient 


desk room for so many pupils to write at 
the same time. The necessity for so doing, 
however, was obviated by an arrangement 
of the seating tried last year in the January 
and June examinations. Therefore, in this 
years examinations, it was possible to re- 
turn to the former custom of the school, 
which accords with the practice of the sys- 
tem of schools as shown in the examination 
of the pupils of the district schools for the 
High School, in which two subjects are as- 
signed to each par: 

This year special care was taken that the 
length of examinations should not exceed 
the allotted times, namely, from 9 a. m. to 

- a. m., and from 12 to 2:30 p. m. In 
nearly all cases the large majority of the 
pupils were through writing an hour before 
the expiration of the regular time. Where 
pupils were not able to finish as soon as the 
rest of their class, additional time was al- 
lowed; but the usual recess of thirty min- 
utes between examinations was not dimin- 
— in consequence of this extension of 

. 

The only instance in which classes were 
asked to write three examinations a day 
Was that in which penmanship constituted 
one of the subjects and in this there was 
no hardship to pupils, as the other examina- 
tion assigned to the same period was made 
especially short and gy me Sys og is itself a 
very easy subject. fact, the two exam- 
inations were written in less time than was 
used by pupils in other examinations occur-

“The condition of the pupils during the 
examination was normal, and the single 
case of fainting that occurred was not an 
evidence of nervous strain consequent upon 
examinations; for like cases have occu 
this year and in previous years when no er- 
aminations were in progress.

At the time of the killing of his fe and 
baby, witness said Duestrow was suffering 
from epileptic insanity. The timid disposi- 
tion and suspicious nature of the defendant 
were caused by a bad nervous system, in- 
herited from his parents, The facts stated as 
depicting Duestrow up to the time of the 
homicide were said by Dr. Chaddock to de- 
‘Mote that even then Duestrow was suffering 
from epilepsy. The actions of Duestrow 
at the time he entered his house just prior 
to the killing were ¢pileptic and not al- 
coholic. Witness corroborated this state- 
ment by declaring that the fury of alcohol 
lasts as long as it is felt, while epilepsy 
comes on at any moment without warning. 

Dr. Chaddock thought Duestrow was ‘not 
shamming insanity when he visited him in 
jail, because a sane man would have to 
— and consider his mode of expressing 
insane thoughts and Duestrow could not 
have successfully acted insane as swiftly as 
Ae did. On cross-examination by Mr; Meri- 
wether witness said he did not believe in 
sub-acute hallucinatory paranoia. 

This was a direct clash with Dr. Jerome 
K. Bauduy. Mr. Meriwether then touched 
on the effect on children of beer drunk by 
mothers. 

„Are children of women who drink beer 
to anv great extent liable to be tainted?’ 
was asked. 

“They are running a great risk,“ replied 
Dr. Chaddock. The habit of women drink- 
ing beer leads to a great deal of insanity.” 

Dr. Chaddock was questioned closely as to 
the distinction between epileptic and aleo- 
holic fury. He would not say that Dues- 
trow’s rage at the time of the killing might 
not have resembled the changeable disposi- 
tion of a drunken man. Epilepsy, the wit- 
ness said, might even have had such an 
effect on Duestrow’s moral character that 
he sought the company of Clara Howard. 
This statement caused a broad smile to 
overspread the features of the States’ at- 
torneys. 4 

Dr. Chaddock was leaving the stant when 
Judge Hirzel stopped him and asked: 

“Is your theory of insanity in this case 
based solely on epilepsy?’ 

“It is. All people affected with epilepsy 
are subject to insane attacks.’’

MISS BARTON’S WORK. 


She Will Be Permitted to Distribute 
Aid to Armenians. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Owing to the 
energetic representations of United States 
Minister Terrell Miss Barton and her party 
will be permitted by the Turkish Govern- 


ment to distribute relief to the distressed 
Armenians, although the Red Cross will not 
figure in the work. 

This news came to the State Departmen‘ 
to-day in a cablegram from the Minister to 
Secretary Olney, in which he says that while 
the Porte refuses such permission to the 
Red Cross or to the members of the Red 
Cross, as such, and thereby declines to of- 
ficially recognize that society, it will permit 
any person whom the Minister names and 
approves to distribute relief in the interior 
of Turkey, provided, the Turkish authori- 
ties are kept informed of what they are do- 
ing. There can be no question that Miss Bar- 
ton and her party will be so designated by 
Mr. Terrell. 

But it is apprehended that they will en- 
counter almost insurmountable obstacles in 
reaching the field of action, as the mountain 
passes between the seaboard and the inte.

To these men bound, as soldiers are, to 
hold themselves ever ready to protect the 
community, more than passing sympathy is 
due. Few attain old age in the fire service of 
a large city. It is due to the living as well 
as the dead to show that the public appre- 
ciates their efforts and is not indifferent to 
the future of ahe families of those that are 
killed. Such knowledge puts stouter hearts 
into the firemen and sends them into danger 
with easier minds. 

It appears that each of the dead men left 
little provision for their dependants, and 
the Firemen’s Pension Fund is inadequate 
to meet such demands as this. 


The funerals of the three firemen were 
held simultaneously at 2 o’clock Friday af- 
ternoon. That of Stanton was conducted 
at his late residence, 2708 Gamble street; 
that of Roddy at the Annunciation Church, 
Sixth and LaSalle streets; that of Kerley 
at the residence of his father, Dr. R. M. 
Kerley, 913 North Garrison avenue. Roddy 
and Stanton will be interred in Calvary 
Cemetery. Kerley will be laid to rest in 
the family lot in Bellefontaine. 

After the funeral services the three cor- 
teges will meet at Grand and Easton av- 
enues and proceed north on Grand avenue in 
one procession, Chief Thomas Haynes will 
have charge of the detail to attend Stanton’s 
funeral. It will consist of members of 
Engine Company No. 14 and Truck Com- 
pany No. 4. Eight members of the Salvage 
Corps have been detailed, in charge of 
Capt. C. C. Gallagher, to attend the funerals 
of Kerley and Roddy as honorary pall-bear- 


ers. 

In addition to the men mentioned there“ 
will be an escort of sixty-four men in full 
uniform. All the engine-houses in the city 
will be draped and the bells will be struck 
at intervals of one minute during the march. 

Two magnificent floral tributes, sent by 
the Board of Underwriters, appeared on the 
coffins of Kerley and Roddy. They were 
each in the form of a Salvage Corps wagon, 
about 3 feet in length, with proper inscrip- 
tions. The caskets of all three of the men 
were almost covered by a profusion of flow- 
ers sent by public organizations and bodies 
and sympathizing friends. 

The following letter received by Chief 
Swingley Friday explains itself: 

Charles E. Swingley, Esq., Chief of the Fire 

Department, ty of St. Louis: 

Dear Sir—No graver duty, in our opinion, 
is assigned to a civilian in any walk of 
life than the duty of caring for life and 

roperty. This duty, so faithfully per- 
ormed by your men, has often evoked our 
praise and admiration, and it was with sin- 
cere feelings of regret and sorrow we 
heard that, on the occasion of the lamented 
Aloe fire of a few days ago, three members 
of your brave corps of fire fighters lost 
their lives in the discharge of their duty. 

This is hardly an occasion to grow elo- 
quent over the virtues of men who know 
not what fear is in the face of great danger. 
Their lives and deaths are greater evidences 
of their courage than human tongue can 


speak of.

Walbridge Orders His Lieutenants 
to Draw the Snickersnee. 


TO DECAPITATE DEMOCRATS. 


Making Reom fer the Filley Hoodlums 
at the Pie Ceunter to Push 
Along Cy’s Boom. 


These are busy days at the City Hall— 
busy for the Mayor, who is laying his wires 
for tte gubernatorial nomination, and still 
busier for the Democrats who are trying by 
every means within their power to hold 
on to their jobs. 

There is every reason now to believe that 
every Democrat employed at the City Hall, 
outside of the office of Auditor Brown, will 
have to go. A great cry has been raised 


against them and for two days the heads 
of departments have been in almost con- 
stant consultation with the Mayor. Street 
Commissioner Milner. Sewer Commissioner 
Colby, Park Commissioner Ridgley, Health 
Commissioner Starkloff, Sprinkling Super- 
intendent Besch, Supt.

He had a 
long talk with the Mayor a couple of days 
ago and those on the inside say that the 
Street Commissioner came out of the inner 
office in a frame of mind that will make it 
easy for him to sacrifice every man who 
is distasteful to the machine. A number of 
changes may be looked for by the first of 
the month. 

In the Water Department at least 75 men 
will be dropped on account of their politics, 
altho Commissioner Holman denies that 
he h received any orders to that effect.

The Ex- President Before the 
Supreme Court. 


GREAT TH HONG TO SEE HIM. 


His First Public Appearance at the 
Capital Since He Left the 
White House, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. %&.—The Supreme 
Court room was the center of attraction at 
the capital to-day. The news that ex- 
President Harrison would appear drew 
thousands through the mud and rain to the 
Capitol and for two ho before noon the 
halls were thronged and the doors besieged. 
Owing to the very limited space in the old 
Senate chamber, where the Supreme Court 
sits, the public was generally disappointed 
and few persons gained admission. In the 
court room were quite a number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives and some of the 
most prominent lawyers of the country, 
including Mr. Joseph Choate of New York.
